TAKES AND POLITICS 


EVEN IN AN ELECTION YEAR, LET’S BE CLEAR ON WHAT TAXES WILL PRODUCE WHAT RESULTS 


In his State of the Union message to Con- 
gress last week, President Truman gave a fore- 
taste of what American democracy is up against 
in trying to make sound policy decisions in an 
election year. 

Most of the message was a rousing statement 
of national goals for the next decade: goals 
vaguer and rosier than they might have been 
if Henry Wallace had not started stirring up the 
vague-and-rosy vote, but nevertheless good 
goals. 

But when he got down to a specific legisla- 
tive proposal for 1948—his so-called tax cut— 
well, really! That was election-year politics of 
a far less savory kind. Indeed Congress ignored 
the proposal on that account. So it’s deader 
than a mackerel and would not be worth dis 
cussing except for one thing: taxes are the most 
difficult subject a democracy has to legislate 
about, and the President obfuscated the sub- 
ject. His work needs undoing. 


From Cleveland to Dodger 


The President offered every income taxpayer 
‘a new exemption of $40 for himself and another 
$40 for each dependent, thus cutting about 10 
million people off the income-tax rolls entirely 
and reducing federal income by more than $3 
billion, He would make up this loss by increas- 
ing the tax on corporation income from the 
present 38% to about 50%. Th a disturbing 
proposal for two reasons. First, it puts the 
whole tax question irretrievably into election 
politics and makes some kind of 1948 tax cut a 
practical certainty whether economic condi- 
tions justify it or not. Second, it revives the 
demagog’s myth that corporations are, or can 
he made to be, taxpayers. Corporations don’t 
pay taxes; they collect them. 
As to putting taxes into politics, it is true 
that the Republicans started it. Under the 
hammer-headed leadership of Representative 
Knutson, the Republicans passed a tax cut 


twice last year, partly from conviction but also 
for votes. Truman vetoed it both times. His 
veto messages look pretty farsighted now from 


the standpoint of national fiscal policy. The 
downturn in business, which the Repubii ans 
claimed could only be forestalled by a tax cut, 
just hasn't happened; and until it does happen 
it is only common sense for the federal govern- 
ment to collect all the taxes it can and pay off 
the public debt with the proceeds. So in veto- 
ing the Republicans’ premature tax cuts, Tru- 
man was taking an unpopular stand for the 
sake of a sound currency, and for a while there 
he almost seemed to be wearing the mantle of 
Grover Cleveland. . 

Not any more. Since last week he looks more 
like the Artful Dodger wearing a department- 
store Santa Claus beard. 

The President pretends that because he 
would offset his tax cut by a tax increase it 
would not contribute to inflation. That is non- 
sense. His scheme would put additional spend- 
ing power right where it could play hob most 
quickly with our most volatile prices, especial- 
ly food. As for his increased corporation tax, it 
would remove the same amount of dollars from 
the source that can most easily replace them 
by the simple expedient of raising prices. Re- 
sult: more inflation, not less. Surely the Presi- 
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dent knows this. So all he really succeeded in 
doing was to lower the tone of 1948 tax debate. 
In addition he class-angled it, assuring maxi- 
mum acrimony. 

The Republican bills of last year, for all their 
untimeliness, at least had the negative mei 
of being straight tax relief. They were cuts 
across the board, slightly biased in favor of the 
lowest incomes but based on the general a 
sumption that tax norm (ie. the redistribu- 
tion of the total burden) is a major legislative 
task to be taken up later on. Truman's prepos- 
al is not just tax relief but a change in the tax 
structure, raising a major question of tax phi- 
losophy—namely, what kind of economy are 
we aiming for over the long term? Truman’s 
plan didn’t answer this question, being just a 
demagogic trick to make us think we could get 
something for nothing. But since such tricks 

t long shadows, and since the power to tax is 
the power to destroy, we had best think about 
the long-term question now. 


The Corporate-Tax Farmer 


For our part the kind of economy we want 
is an expanding one, with private capital tak- 
ing the risks. Our tax policy should permit the 
greatest activity, new investment and change 
of which private industry is capable. The Com- 
mittee for Economic Development, which also 
wants this kind of economy, recently proposed 
a tax program appropriate to it. 

The graduated personal income tax is at 
present the backbone of our tax system, pro- 
ducing about half the federal revenue. Accord- 
ing to CED it should remain so, though need- 
ing reforms for equity's sake. Besides being 
productive and flexible, the personal income 
tax is the most democratic kind because it i: 
the least hidden. In this respect it is in strong 
contrast with the two next biggest tax sources, 
corporate income and excise taxes, both of 
which are “painless” to the voter only because 

fooled by them. 

You probably know that you pay a big ex- 
cise tax on liquor, tobacco and gasoline. But 
did you know that you also pay an excise tax 
on all freight transportation? The railroads 
collect it, but you pay it in the form ofa higher 
price for every shipped article you buy. ‘The 
corporation income tax is of the same indirect 
kind. This is a very convenient method of rais- 
ing money, but if there were no such tax the 
money would remain with individuals to in- 
vest or spend, in the form of dividends, lower 
prices or higher wages. In pure tax theory there 
is virtually no justification for a corporate in- 
come tax. It is really a modern version of the 
Roman Empire's tax-farming. And as a prac- 
tical matter also the corporate income tax is 
already too high for two reasons. 

First, at present rates it involves serious 
double taxation, since the recipient of the divi- 
dend must pay a personal income tax on the 
same income on which the corporation has al- 
ready paid a tax of 38%. This makes common 
stocks a less attractive investment than they 
should be in comparison with bonds, and so 
channels our savings into the least venture- 
some kind of investments, whereas venture 
capital is the kind we most need, Second, cor- 
porations are the source of new jobs and new 


wealth in America, and it is primarily the pros- 
pect of profits after taxes that keeps their man- 
agers working at this indispensable chore. Soak- 
ing corporations is not the same thing as “soak- 
ing the rich.” It is only after the corporations 
have made profits that there are any rich to 
soak. If there is to be a soak-the-rich tax it 
should be aimed at the individuals who get the 
profits to spend, not the corporations that earn 
the profits from production. 

All- this seems elementary, but when the 
President of the U.S. can point to high profits 
and conclude that corporations can “afford” 
to pay more taxes, perhaps we all need to go 
back to school. Victimizing the corporation is 
a step backward toward pre-Keynesian econom- 
ic superstition, Any step toward tax reform 
should move the corporation income tax down, 
not up. 


Fairness and the Goose 


As to soaking the rich in general, it is also 
worth remembering that any tax has a point 
of diminishing returns. Thus a tax debate 
should be something more than a class strug- 
gle. For many years the prospect of moving 
into a confiscatory tax bracket has stopped 
more than one successful citizen from trying 
to better his income (and incidentally the na- 
tion’s). To quote CED, “In a modern inte- 
grated economy the welfare of each of us de 
pends upon the use made of the productive 
capacity of all of us. If marginal tax rates on 
coal miners were so high that they preferred 
to work only three days a week, we would all 
be much worse off. If taxes paid by most farm- 
ers were so high that they preferred to sit on 
the front porch, all of us, not merely the farm- 
ers, would suffer. Just so, we all lose if business 
managers and investors face tax rates so high 
that the urge to economic expansion with its 
attendant risks is weakened.” 

Economic expansion is not our problem as 
of January 1948. Until inflation is licked, we 
should all pay all the taxes possible, especially 
those taxes that mean reduced consumption. 
But when it comes to major tax reforms, we 
had best think what kind of taxes will least 
inhibit the long-term growth of new enter- 
prises, new jobs, new profits. A democratic tax 
stem—whether Democratic or Republican 
—should aim not only to distribute income 
more fairly but to keep the golden goose in 
business. Even in an election year.

Spend the day merrily! Put unguent and fine oil together to thy nostrils 
and garlands and lotus flowers on the body of thy beloved . ... Lo, none can 
take his goods with him. Lo, none that hath departed can come again. 

This popular song, which was carved above the picture of an Egyptian 
harp player 4,000 years ago, shows two salient traits of the ancient Egyp- 
tian: his love of life and his awareness of death. In the dry climate of 
Egypt, which acted as a natural embalming agent on animals and men, 
the very early Egyptian often stumbled across the well-preserved bodies 
of long-dead men from whose shallow desert graves the wind had blown 
the covering of sand. Confronted, troubled and challenged by death, the 
Egyptian made his art an art of the tomb. But because he lived in an ex- 
citing civilization and loved life, he made his art a reflection of his 
achievements and his pleasures. His art treasures have given the world 
an abundant record of an astounding old civilization, which, perpetuating 
its greatness longer than any other ancient civilization, remained for 
more than 3,000 years one of the master nations of the earth. 

‘The greatness, which is revealed in the following pages in photographs 
taken in Egypt by Lire’s Eliot Elisofon, began around 4000 B.C. in the fer- 
tile Nile Valley. There the Egyptians built two powerful kingdoms, the 
Upper Kingdom at the upper part of the river 
and the Lower Kingdom around the huge del-

used for rubbing up eye paint. On one side (top lef?) is a carving of 
Narmer, a warlike king who helped bring about the unification of the two 
kingdoms, wearing the tall crown of Upper Egypt and striking down a 
kneeling foe. At the left of Narmer is a sandal-bearer and at the right is 
the falcon god holding by a cord the head of a man of Lower Egypt. On 
the reverse side of the palette, Narmer, with his retinue, wears the crown 
of Lower Egypt and surveys two rows of beheaded prisoners. Below are 
two mythical beasts whose necks form a receptacle for eye paint. 
Along with his craftmanship in small objects, the Egyptian artist mas- 
tered the use of stone in monumental masses. The two pyramids of Giza 
(opposite page), which now stand outside the modern city of Cairo, were 
built between 2650 and 2600 B.C. and were used as tombs for kings who 
were buried deep in their limestone cores. The larger of the two pyramids 
was originally 481 feet high. It contained more than 2,300,000 blocks 
of stone which weigh an average of 2!4 tons each. The Greek historian, 
Herodotus, wrote that 100,000 men worked three months annually for 20 
years to build it, using no devices except the lever, roller and inclined 
plane. The working periods were short because laborers could work 
only in the season when they were not needed to cultivate the fields. 
z For centuries after the decline of Egypt 


ta, Around 3200 B.C. the kingdoms merged, 
and Egypt became a mighty Mediterranean 
empire, It remained powerful for centuries 
until, weakened by internal conflicts, it was 
annexed by Persia in 525 B.C., by Rome in 
30 B.C., and its glory finally ebbed away. 
When Egypt first Hourished, other civili- 
zations were sprouting along rivers in China, 
India and Mesopotamia, But no other ancient 
people has left so impressive a mass of art 
as the Egyptian. It has all been found in the 
Nile Valley (map right) where five millenni- 
ums of cultural development are spread out 
as in a 900-mile showcase. The art itself is

during the Napoleonic invasion of Egypt, a 
French officer discovered the famous Roset- 
ta stone, which proved a key to the hiero- 
glyphs. This gave archaeological impetus to 
the study of Egypt’s history and art, Enor- 
mous popular interest was aroused in 1922 
when King Tutankhamen’s tomb (pp. 80-81) 
was discovered. 

The scholars now know the Egyptians for 
a wonderfully versatile and gifted people. 


found in many forms—in great stone monu- 
ments, in delicately carved reliefs, in elabo- 
rate wall paintings, in magnificent jewelry, in 
portrait sculpture which many modern artists 
believe has never been surpassed. It was an 
art never divorced from life or practical ap- 
plication. It was used as ornament or to 
please the gods or to record history. 

‘The conventions of this art were already 
established by 3200 B.C. and used in the 
small slatelike palette both of whose sides 
are shown at the top of this page.

‘OT long ago I found myself talking toa pleasant and well-informed 
woman reporter in a newspaper office in a prosperous city in the 
Middlewestern corn belt, Although the region is usually chalked 

up as “black Republican” in politics, the paper she worked for wore a “lib- 
eral” complexion. I was trying to explain to her that socialism as I had 
seen it working last summer in Great Britain was not necessarily a force 
for progress. “But I thought you were a liberal,” she kept saying almost 
tearfully, “and now you have turned reactionary.” “The socialists are the 
conservatives now,” I told her, “and the communists are the real reaction- 
aries.” But she remained unconvinced. The reason our conversation was 
so fruitless was that she had decided that certain words like “liberal,” 
“labor” and “rationing” had a virtuous connotation and there was no 
way of getting her to look directly at the events that lay behind the words.

It was just this sort of wall of incomprehension you used to meet years 
ago when you argued the right of working people to form unions and to 
strike for improved working conditions, or tried to explain that we ought to 
show a sympathetic interest in the social experiments that were going on in 
the Soviet Union. Then it was the capitalist slogans that were holding the 
fort; but during the past 20 years a new set of words has gradually become 
charged with a virtuous aura in the public mind. Now public ownership, 
planned economy, controls and socialized have become words heavy with vir- 
tue, while profits, free enterprise, investment and even dividends have taken on 
an evil context that needs to be explained away. 

The public mind in America that 20 ago dismissed unheard any- 
thing that smacked of a socialistic notion is now receptive to socialistic 
notions. Partly this comes from a reasoned change of attitude brought

In the 1920s there were a number of us in the U.S. who were convinced 
that this doctrine was valid. Those of us who were willing to be called social- 
ists had some definite things in mind that we thought would be achieved 


gimes and empires have crashed in the mud, 
but the old problem of how to control man’s domination by man remains 
unsolved. 

Enough socialized systems and institutions have been going concerns 
over a long enough period of time for us at least to begin to get some idea 
of how they are working out. It’s a most curious comment on the blindness

much-needed impetus to local self-government in a very impor- 
tant field. Not only did it furnish increased electric service all over 
the country but by its brisk competition it shook the private com- 
panies out of their lethargy, so that they greatly increased their 
service too. . 

At the other end of the scale in the experience of the average 
American come the Army and the Navy. We are not accustomed 
to thinking of the Army and Navy as socialized institutions but 
that is exactly what they are. We all admit that in the times of ruin 
and rapine in which we live we can’t do without these vast engines 
for waste and destruction, but I've yet to meet a veteran of either 
of these services who thinks that the Army way or the Navy way 
or even the Air Force way is the best way of running human af- 
fairs. About the best face we can put on our military establishment 
is to say that in spite of its c arabrods bungling it has so far man- 
aged to defeat our enemies in battle, and that up to now our civilian 
setup for production has been so monstrously efficient that we've 
been able to afford the waste of materials and the frustration of in- 
dividual effort that the military em implies 

As citizens of a self-governing community it is our first duty con- 
tinually to be asking ourselves what it is we want from our institu- 
tions. 

At home in America we have seen enough of the working of so- 
cialized enterprises, successful and unsuccessful, to begin to un- 
derstand the basic problem. We must realize that from the point of 
view of the well-being of men and women the contradiction is not 
between “capitalism” and “socialism” but between the sort of 
organization that stimulates growth and the sort that fastens on 
society the dead hand of bureaucratic routine or the suckers of 
sterile vested interests. We should by now have learned that the 
road must be kept open for experiment. We should have begun to 
learn that no society is stronger than its weakest members. By our 
habit of government we are committed to trying to keep a rough 
balance between the demands of different sections of the popu 
lation. We haven't solved the problem of defending every man’s 
freedom against domination by other men, but we have made a lit- 
tle bit of a beginning. 


The museum of socialist failures 


HE rest of the world is becoming a museum of socialist failures. 

Our first problem now is to understand clearly the needs of our 
own society and its relationship to the shaky socialized regimes of 
Europe and to the regime of the law of the club that centers in the 
Soviet Union. To do this we must free our minds of the stale and 
rotting verbiage left over from the noble aspirations of oldtime 
socialist theory. 

It was failure to see the world clearly on the part of Franklin 
Roosevelt and his advisers that deprived us of the fruits of our 
wartime victory to the point that the things Americans hold most 
dear are in greater peril today than on the dreadful afternoon of 
Pearl Harbor. The responsibility for this loss of the peace lies not

Wilson and Lenin 


HEN the Communist revolution exploded in Russia in the fall 

of 1917 the first World War had settled down to a stale- 
mate along the trenches in northern France. The stubborn _re- 
sistance the French were putting up to the equally stubborn Ger- 
man invasion was bleeding Europe to death. Among the rank and 
file of all the armies the feeling of mutiny against the senselessness 
of the butchery was rising to desperation. At that time two sep- 
arate flares of hope appeared on the eastern and western horizons. 
In Washington Woodrow Wilson announced his Fourteen Points 
and in Petrograd Lenin and Trotsky fired the hungry and disorgan- 
ized Russian mobs with the belief that communism would bring 
them peace, land and food. No one who was in Europe in °17 and 
"18 can ever forget the surge of crazy confidence in the future 
that swept the Continent when Armistice Day came and the fight- 
ing stopped. 

‘The people’s trust in the American way faded as Wilson let him- 
self be trapped into the stale committee rooms of the old men of 
Versailles, but from Russia came leadership and decisive action. 
While in Paris they haggled about oil and superannuated bounda- 
ries, Lenin let Finland and the Baltic countries form their own 
governments, let the conscript soldiers go home, distributed land 
to the peasants and encouraged the formation of workers’ soviets,

FAILURE OF MARXISM continues 


or councils. To many of us at the time these soviets seemed to be 
a new organ for self-government, For a moment it looked as if the 
working class under Marxist leadership would succeed in renovat- 
ing Europe. 

It was not to be so easy. The old vested interests of Europe 
banded together for their own protection; by backing the reaction- 
aries in the Russian civil war they ruined the hopes of free de- 
velopment for the new social system. The Communist party hard- 
ened fast into a military caste. The soviets and trade unions in the 
Soviet Union, instead of developing into organs of self-govern- 
ment, developed into machines run by a tightly organized and 
fanatically dogmatic Marxist minority for the domination and ex- 

loitation of the masses, Lenin threw overboard the humanitarian 
Faggage of Western socialism, an act symbolized in the transfer of 
the capital from European Petrograd to Asiatic Moscow. The civil 
war became a struggle for order, any kind of order. The only order 
the Russians knew was despotism. From the czarist autocracy the 
Communist government inherited the secret police. Individual 
liberty had hardly a breathing spell before it was stamped out 
again, first in the unorganized mass of the people and then, as 
Stalin struggled for power against Trotsky, within the Communist 
minority itself. 

By the early '30s the social organization of the Soviet Union re- 
sembled much more the slave-run military autocracy of the Otto- 
man Turks than it did any of the European blueprints for a social- 
ist utopia. This reaction to methods of government that had grad- 
ually been losing favor among civilized men for 500 years was ac- 
companied by the building up of one of the most extraordinary 
propaganda facades in history. A constitution was promulgated on 
the Western model. The entire vocabulary of Western self-govern- 
ment was borrowed and applied to the machinery of despotism. 


Utopia—with secret police 


Y killing off the old European-trained Communists and exiling 
Trotsky, Stalin cleared out of the Kremlin the last traces of 
Western humanitarianism. The organization of a free self-govern- 
ing socialist community, which had been the first aim of the Rus- 
sian revolutionists, was pushed forward into the future, when the 
millennium should come. Through the pull of this millennial dream 
Stalin's regime managed to retain its grip over the aspirations of a 
large part of the European working class. The Communist party, 
appealing through this asic utopian dogma to the emotions of con- 
fused and tortured people, backed and kept in line by the ruthless 
and skillfully exercised authority of the secret police, managed to 
create one of the most efficient machines for the dominating and 
exploiting of mankind the world has ever seen. 

t seems likely, from what we hear faintly through the screen of 
lies that hems in the Soviet Union, that there the illusions have 
lost their power in the face of the regime’s failure to produce even 
the rudiments of decent living for its subjects, and that the Krem- 
lin now rules a depraved and exhausted people by brute force. 
Outside the Soviet Union, however, the utopian illusions of com- 
munism still dominate many men’s hopes and dreams. Even some 
Americans opposed to the communists still talk as if it were an ex- 
cess of progressiveness and idealism that caused Russian socialism 
to fail. We find Frenchmen and Americans and Canadians, in all 
other respects apparently capable of sane and normal thinking, 
who are willing to turn their backs on the traditions they were 
brought up in and to give their allegiance to the Kremlin, even to 
the point of committing treason. The success of the aggressions by 
the Soviet state in the last few years rests in great part on the 
Kremlin's command over adherents and sympathizers in the out- 
side world. Largely because the rest of the world has not under- 
stood it the Russian socialized state has been allowed to develop 
into a military force for pillage and conquest. Still the faith of many 
of our “liberals” in the Kremlin’s idealistic aims has not faltered. 

Those of us who believed in socialism in the ’20s hoped it would 
promote self-government, expand individual liberty and make for a 
wider distribution of the good things of life. It is obvious even to 
Mr. Henry Wallace that the Soviet Union is not the place to look 
for these things. Not even the American communists really claim 
any of these achievements; what they say among themselves is 
that present miseries will be atoned for by the regime of justice and 
bliss that will be established once communism has completed its 
conquest of the world. 

The Russians are barbarians, the Western socialists will tell you; 
in England it will all be different. 

How different is it? If you go around Great Britain asking ques- 
tions of as many different kinds of people as possible, as I did last

summer, you sense that in its ultimate implications British soci 
ism is turning out to be not so very different from the Rus: 
terror of Stalin nor the 
Hitlerian pomp and parade through which the Kremlin daily ex- 
presses its power over the bodies and minds of men. There's not 
the proselytizing enthusiasm of a quasi-religious dogma that ac- 
companies the agents and armies of expanding Russia, There’s not 
the daily and visible and universal servitude; but neither has so- 
cialism brought any broadening of personal liberty, On the con- 
trary: personal liberty in Great Britain has been contracted. 
very humane and well-intentioned people who are running 
the Labor government are the first to deplore the losses of liberty 
you bring to their attention. They reassure you with pious hopes 
that the “direction of labor” measure, which limits the individual's 
right to work where or when he likes, will be only a passing phase. 
Listening to these pious hopes, I couldn't help remembering sim- 
ilar reassurances from equally humane and well-intentioned Rus- 
sian communists who used to tell me, in the early days, that mili- 
tary communism was a passing phase which would disappear as 
soon as reactionary opposition was crushed. Thirty years have gone 
by, and military communism marches on to fresh massacres. A man 
has a right to ask the British Labor party whether 30 years from 
now direction of labor won't be the cornerstone of a new system of 
exploitation of the productive workers by a new ruling cla: 

If there is one thing that mankind should have learned from 
the agonies of the last four decades it is that it’s never safe to 
do evil that good may come of it. The good gets lost and the evil 
goes on. 


Distribution of poverty 


F course wemust admit that the present situation of the people 

of Great Britain would be difficult enough if.a choir of arch- 
angels, superhuman in brains and in self-abnegation, had assumed 
the government. The island’s economy was built up as the process- 
ing and financing center of an empire which has irrevocably gone. 
‘The class that had ruled that economy through control of the gov- 
ernment, ownership of the land and domination of centralized fi- 
nance and industry had become overweeningly rich and powerful. 
In their wealth and self-satisfaction the owners of Britain neglected 
to keep their industries tooled up to date or to protect the standard 
of living of their working people or to conserve their natural re- 
sources, When the Labor government came in after the war it in- 
herited a concern that had long been bankrupt. 

Government control of virtually the entire economy had already 
been instituted during the war. About all the Labor government 
has done is to amplify the wartime apparatus of bureaucratic man- 
agement. The living standards of the working people who were 
Labor’s chief constituents had improved during the war, and the 
Labor government has continued that improvement, particularly 
for the lowest-paid third. Because there isn’t enough to go around 
anyway, this has been done at the expense of the middle class, tra- 
ditionally the nursery of British brains and initiative. Virtually 
everybody has been reduced by high taxes and high prices to the 
same bare level of subsistence. Incentive for effort and innovation 
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FAILURE OF MARXISM conrinveo 


has tended to disappear. A man is better off if he soldiers along in 
the shop and spends his Saturdays betting on the races than if he 
works himself sick trying to rise in the world. The more his income 
rises the more taxation will take his earnings away from him and 
the more he'll feel the dead weight of the bureaucratic tangle ham- 
pering his every move. 

Bernard Baruch’s remark, that socialism might not succeed in 
distributing wealth but would certainly distribute poverty, has 
never been better exemplified. Up to now socialism in Great Britain 
has accomplished very little more than to freeze the bankrupt 
capitalist economy at its point of collapse. Its bureaucratic ma- 
chinery, operating along the lines of the machinery of bankrupt 
capitalism, has not been able to stimulate the sort of revolutionary 
initiative and thoroughgoing reorganization of the economy that 
might give the British people a chance to escape from their dilem- 
ma. Socialism has acted as a brake instead of as a stimulus to enter- 
prise. 

Man does not live by bread alone, the socialists will tell you. The 
answer is that as strong as the urge to eat is the urge to exercise 
power over other men. In the past British institutions have done a 
moderately good job in curbing this deadliest of instincts. But in 
spite of political democracy British capitalism too often gave too 
much power to people whose only social gift was the knack of ac- 
cumulating money. Now British socialism gives too much power to 
people whose only knack is getting themselves elected to offices in 
trade unions. At the same time the liberty of movement and the 
freedom of action that allowed people to escape from under the 
heel of the capitalist have been seriously weakened. 


. The wrong leaders 


NGLAND has a new ruling class. Added to such remnants of 

the old ruling ¢ s have remained in office through holding 
administrative jobs in government, industry and the civil service, 
is an infusion of new blood from the trade-union leadership, leay. 
ened by an occasional intellectual who has talked or written his way 
into office. Now, the main training of trade-union officials is in ham- 
stringing production for the purpose of wringing concessions from 
the owners for the workers. Neither idealistic intellectuals nor 
civil service employes have any training in industrial production. 
The result is that at the very moment when the British people need 
to throw all their energy into discovering new ways of produc- 
ing food and clothing and housing and export goods, they find 
themselves in the hands of a ruling class that is hampered by tra- 
dition and training from doing anything effective to stimulate pro- 
duction. In recent months there has developed a tendency to give 
technicians an increasingly bigger share in policy-making, but on 
the whole Britain’s new ruling class tends to be so blinded by the 
utopian glamour of the word “socialism” that it has found it diffi- 
cult to envisage the problem which confronts the nation. 

Well if the government can’t help them, why can’t they help 
themselves? The British people, in my opinion, represent in them- 
selves at this moment just about the highest davelontient of Wes- 
tern civilized man. In the middle and upper classes you find a high- 
er level of education than we have rected in America. The level of 
individual skill and craftsmanship in most trades is higher than 
ours. In the professionally trained part of the population, though 
there may be some flagging of creative spirit, there’s still a great 
reservoir of first-rate brains. The British people proved themselves 
to be still a great people by the dignity and discipline with which 
they fought off the German air attacks during the war. This great 
highly trained, highly disciplined and civilized nation is in danger 
of dying of inanition because in all the elaborate structure of the 
state there are so few cracks left where individual initiative can 
take hold. 

‘The British will tell you that they are “quite free, quite.” But we 
don’t need to believe them. When a man can’t change his job with- 
out permission from someone sitting at an office desk, when he 
can’t perform any of the normal operations of buying and selling 
necessary to carrying on a business without a complicated corre- 
spondence to secure licenses from the Board of Trade, when he 
can’t appeal to the courts from administrative decisions, when he 
can be sentenced to jail for refusing to work in the mines, he’s no 
longer a free agent. The Briton still has his secret ballot in parlia- 
mentary and municipal elections. He’s free because he can vote, 
he'll tell you. Unfortunately the record of history tends to prove 
that it’s very doubtful whether the vote alone, without economic 
and personal liberty of action, has ever protected any people 
against the exercise of arbitrary power. 

A sinister footnote to the loss of concern for individual liberty

that seems inevitably to follow the socialization of enterprise ap- 
pears in the growing toleration of new forms of slavery. We are 
growing used to the stories of the vast slave camps in the Soviet 
Union and its satellite countries, but it comes somewhat as a shock 
to find the humane British tolerating the use of gangs of German 
prisoners to do agricultural labor. In all my conversations with 
farmers in England last summer I found only one man who dis- 
approved of the practice. The farmers paid the prisoners’ wages to 

e government and the government allowed the prisoners nothing 
more than pocket money. The farmers found that they got more 
work out of the prisoners if they fed them a hot meal in the middle 
of the day, but they didn’t seem to feel that the working of prison- 
ers of war in this way constituted a backsliding in civilization; 
most of them regretted that the prisoners would soon be sent home. 
‘The wages of agricultural workers in England have been much 
improved in recent years and the socialists take justifiable pride 
in this achievement. The question they didn’t ask themselves when 
they tolerated the enslavement of the defeated Germans was how 
long a highly paid plowman or tractor operator would be able to 
compete with slave labor. 

This brings us squarely up against the dilemma of our time. Un- 
der the cover of the dazzle of socialist illusions, and just at the mo- 
ment when our technology is opening up the certainty of really 
widespread well-being in pets things, the masses of mankind 
are being plunged back into a regime of misery and servitude such 
as has not existed in the West since the days of serfdom. We can’t 
go on forever blaming on war damage a situation that results from 
the fact that socialized economies have not been able to produce. 
So far the socialized economies, instead of opening up new asp 
of self-government and broader reaches of liberty for the indi 
ual, have backslid with dizzy speed into aboriginal oppressions 
the Soviet Union, failure to solve the problems of production at 
home has thrown Russian communism into a dangerous habit of 
aggression upon the rest of the world. As for Great Britain, we can 

hope that they will find a way to combine socialism with liberty, or 

t least that the failure of the socialized economy to provide its 
people with a decent life at home will produce a new explosion of 
ritish migration and colonization that will transmit to the future 
world of the West the valuable heritages of English culture. In 
America what we don’t want to forget is that we won’t have any 
Western world fit for a free man to live in unless we keep the 
avenues open for the freedom and growth of the individual man 
in the constantly proliferating hierarchical structure of modern 
industry. 

Socialism is not the answer to the too great concentration of pow- 
er that is the curse of capitalism. We've got to do better than that.
